UnliSsih« sheep haveaweated Well 
before washing, that will do as much

.eetliO price by cleanness, it diminisheiit 
by taking olT tho fatness. It is necessary 
sheep should be well washedi before 
they art sheared ; but, unless they have 
well eweat in their wOol first, this will 
hurt it. 
Upon this hnindstion de|»ends 
the art of sheep<sh«aring. 
The boat 
season Is toward mid*summor. But let 
the weather determine, and let not the 
farmbr be carried away by the naose of 
any day, or month, against the use of his 
reason.->^une is commonly the month 
in England ; because at this time of tho 
year ^ r e commonly has been some hot 
weather ; and there follows hot weather 
after it. 
But if any year the seasoo 
prove very cold in tho first part of tho 
summer, let liim defer it till July ; and, 
if very hot weather come in early, let 
him go to shearing in May. 
If the end 
ofMÂy bo hot, he is.to begin early in 
June s and If the hot weather have not 
come in till tho beginning or middle of 
June, be is not to shear his sheep till the 
latter end of tiuit month.— Wo would not 
have our farmers op|iose tho common 
methods, unlosf where they arsi wrong | 
but, understandings their foundation, ho 
will often find it convenient to depart n 
liule from tbomk When he has, on theoe 
prmciplcsi settled the tiiiie of shearing 
for that year, tbe next care is, to prepare 
for it by settling the time of washing the 
sheep, and giving them upportunhy to 
d«7 ihen^lves cican. 
A v><x>d place of 
washing is to be fixed itpon, and a piece 
of clean and dry ground, in which they 
are to run till they be dried. 
This and 
the washing*placO| should be as near as 
mby be. 
Ihough ills needful that the 
sheep be washed, before ii be shorn ; it 
must not be shuin, while wet ; and if 
sutfercd to run ut random afterwards, 
and gut dirty, the washing would not be 
of much eflect. 


The whole being thus understood,Hnd 
all tnings r«‘ady, let the farmer prMeed 
to the washing of his sheep. 
Lei him 
aee this be done, thorougMy. and care­ 
fully .«^There is a way of slighting busi­ 
ness, in such a manner, that it might as 
well have been let slone ; an3 this Is too 
common iii washing sheep, which is « 
tbiog very troublesome to do well.— If 
the farmer doeseiot see it done well, he 
will not be able easily to know after* 
warda, whetlier it be well or no — The 
presence of a master is always useful, 
but in no article n»ore than this ; let not 
tlie farmer leave this business wholly to 
his workmen, unless he has such as fully 
understand it. 


When every sheep has been thorough* 
ly washed, let them be all turned to* 
lather into the ground designed for 
thorn, and there be Itfl to run till they 
are dry — This will take two, three, or 
four days, rarely more, as the Mason is 
seldom very unftivorrfble at that time of 
the year— After this, let the shearer get 
to work, let him be one who understands
